Parade lights way to 
Romulus Pumpkin Fest

Only days after a massive 
flooding situation struck Ro¬ 
mulus last week, thousands of 
residents and visitors filled 
the city’s downtown area to 
celebrate the annual Pumpkin 
Festival. 

For the second year in a 
row, the Parade of Lights 
crowd filled Romulus road¬ 
ways to witness the startling 
collection of mobile lighted ve¬ 
hicles. 

The winning entry - a huge 
orange mobile pumpkin en¬ 
cased with 8,700 lights submit¬ 
ted by the J and T Crova 


Towing Co. of Belleville. 

The entry - built from an 
abandoned camper — was 
worked on by six families for 
over three weeks, Dawn Bokos 
revealed Tuesday. 

It actually was listed as an 
entry for the Pumpkin Festival 
Committee -- who provided 
much of the donated equip¬ 
ment and labor. 

Second place went to a huge 
concrete truck owned by the 
Osbourne Concrete Co. cov¬ 
ered by 13,058 lights. Three or 
four persons worked on that 
entry for over three days and a 
10,000 watt generator was ad¬ 
ded to the vehicle to ensure its 
power throughout the parade. 


Third place went to a school 
bus entered by the Romulus 
School District - adorned with 
3,600 lights. 

School bus driver Nancy 
Daniels, who coordinated the 
lighting effort, revealed about 
a dozen bus drivers, aides and 
mechanics teamed up for 
about a day and a half to com¬ 
plete the parade entry. 

The biggest disappoint¬ 
ment, Daniels said, is two huge 
school signs bearing 800 lights 
went out as the bus passed the 
judging areas. 

We were sad, she observed, 
because the volunteers 
worked more than five hours 
installing those signs bearing 
the Romulus name. 

The biggest plus was the ex¬ 
citement displayed by the 21 
senior citizens, who rode in¬ 
side the bus. 

“They add a lot of spirit to 
the night’s activities,” Daniels 
added. 

Reportedly 32 entries 
turned out about dusk last Fri¬ 
day night. Various other en¬ 
tries — who had signed on 
earlier but didn’t show up - 
may have been frightened off 
by earlier weather problems, 
observers guessed. 

Later on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day -- Pumpkin Festival activ¬ 
ists, area residents and visitors 
to the city marveled at the 
amazingly sunny weather - 
with cool temperatures on Sat¬ 
urday and warmer temps the 
following day. 

Hundreds of local youths 
eagerly got involved in con¬ 
tests offered by the Pumpkin 
Festival Committee in the 
downtown area and scores of 
others took part in hockey 
competitions, an inflated Ti¬ 
tanic style slide and free food 
up at Mary Ann Banks Memo¬ 
rial Park near 5 Points. 

Those events were spon¬ 
sored by the Romulus 
Wesleyan Church.

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Business roof 
collapses as 
blaze roars...

Once again Romulus fire¬ 
fighters were called out on a 
Sunday morning to fight a 
stubborn blaze - this time at 
W.F. Whalen and Co. - a distri¬ 
bution company on Middlebelt 
Road. 

Over a month ago, a smoky 
Sunday morning blaze hit the 
Central Transportation Inter¬ 
national Co. on Ecorse Road 
heavily damaging a key build¬ 
ing there and destroying about 
60 trailers. 

That fire later was called ar¬ 
son, but no arrests have been 
made yet in connection with 
the three alarm blaze. 

Fire Chief David Allison 
said Romulus K-9 Officer Dar¬ 
ren Wright was driving near 
the fire scene about 3 a.m. Sun¬ 
day and called in the first of 
four alarms for the fire. 

Allison said firefighters 
from all four fire stations (to¬ 
taling between 26-30 volun¬ 
teers) responded to the heavy 
fire that saw flames and smoke 


rise 15 feet above the building. 

Even an aerial truck — 
nicknamed the Tele-Squirt -- 
was requested and responded 
from the nearby Wayne Fire 
Department. 

Thus using both a Romulus 
aerial truck and the one from 
Wayne, the firefighters were 
able to attack the one-story 
blaze from two sides. 

During the midst of the fire¬ 
fighting operation, the roof to 
the building collapsed, slow¬ 
ing the investigation into the 
cause of the fire. 

No one was hurt in the fire¬ 
fighting effort, Allison re¬ 
ported. 

Allison and a fire depart¬ 
ment team were still seeking 
Tuesday to remove part of the 
collapsed roof - so that the 
probe of the fire could be in¬ 
tensified. 

While no one was speculat¬ 
ing whether there was any con- 
nection between the two 
weekend fires - great hopes 
were expressed by top city offi¬ 
cials that no such joint per¬ 
petrator will be found to be 
involved.

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Flood victims storm council 


100 homeowners want to know why their basements flooded

In the wake of one of the 
worst summer rain storms to 
hit the area in this century, an 
Inkster councilman is pushing 
for a ballot initiative that 
would fund city-wide sewer re¬ 
pairs. 

Councilman Ernest 
Hendricks told a small group 
of citizens Wednesday night 
during council’s study session 
that the city should investigate 
the possibility of placing a bal¬ 
lot proposal for a tax increse. If 
approved, the monies would 
be dedicated to sewer repair 
and/or replacement. 

“We had a lot of problems 


(because of the rains) that we 
could not have foreseen,” 
Hendricks told council. “But, 
maybe council should seri¬ 
ously consider a ballot pro¬ 
posal to do the infrastructure. 

“Citizens are complaining 
(about flooded basements) and 
we’re going to be sued. Let’s 
put the issue on the ballot and 
let them vote it up or down.” 

During a 48-hour period, 
starting Sun., Sept. 10, and 
ending during the early morn¬ 
ing hours on Tues., Sept. 12, 
more than 8 inches of rain fell 
on communities in south¬ 
eastern Michigan. 

The torrential rains caused 
sanitary and sewerage 
backups in basements in about 


100 Inkster homes, according 
to Mazaffar Lakhani, Director 
of Public Works. 

According to published re¬ 
ports, hardest hit by the rains 
were the downriver commu¬ 
nities of Allen Park, where 
about 800 basements were 
flooded, while literally thou¬ 
sands of homes were damaged 
by backed up sanitary water in 
the city of Taylor, Lakhani 
said. 

Hendricks also told his col¬ 
leagues and a small group of 
citizens who attended the 
meeting that the city had re¬ 
cently been sued by citizens 
who have sustained water 
damage in their homes due to 
sewer backups. 


Courts recently have sided 
with the homeowners because 
lawyers have argued that cities 
collect taxes to maintain sewer 
and water systems, and if the 
systems fail the municipalities 
(townships) may be held liable. 

“And we don’t need to go 
through this every time we 
have a storm, and that’s why 
we should place this before 
the voters as a ballot initia¬ 
tive,” Hendricks said. 

Mayor Hilliard Hampton, 
Jr., and members of council 
did not respond to Hendricks’ 
request. 

However, there were at 
least three homeowners in the 
audience Wednesday night 
who addressed council about 


their concerns over the storm 
and the damage the backed up 
waters caused their base¬ 
ments. 

Walter Smith, 48, told coun¬ 
cil that he found 2 inches of 
water in his basement on Ash, 
and he questioned council 
members on what caused the 
backup. 

City Manager Robert Gor¬ 
don informed the resident that 
there were too many variables 
at this time to provide a defini¬ 
tive answer, but the city is con¬ 
ducting its investigation and 
hopefully the city will have 
some answers. 

“Will it happen again?” 
asked Smith. 

“I can’t give you or anyone 


any guarantees that it won’t,” 
Gordon continued. “But you 
must understand that all of 
southeastern Michigan was hit 
during these couple of days, 
and on Sunday and Monday we 
received about 6 inches of 
rain. 

“That is a tremendous 
amount of rain, and our sewers 
just couldn’t handle it all at 
one time.” 

Gordon offered Smith, and 
two other flood victims, ques¬ 
tionnaires that, he said, should 
be filled out and returned to 
City Hall so that the city can 
follow up on the complaints 
and assess the alleged dam¬ 
age. 
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ties that otherwise would stay 
unoccupied or cost the city 
funds to demolish.” 

But, Hendricks said, since 
Habitat for Humanity picks up 
land in other cities by paying 
market value thanks to state 
grants known as “shop-grants”, 
why shouldn’t they (Habitat) 
do likewise here? 

“We only want to be treated 
the way they treat other 
cities,” Hendricks argued. 

Mueller had earlier in¬ 
formed council that HFH is 
willing to purchase the prop¬ 
erty for $1 per lot. 

When it came down to a vote 
during the Sept. 5 meeting 
(council met on a Tuesday be¬ 
cause its regular Monday 
meeting fell on Labor Day and 
was rescheduled), Hendricks 
voted against Habitat’s request 
to purchase city-owned prop¬ 
erty for the fee of $1. 

In order for the sale to be 
approved, council needed to 
vote unanimously on the item. 

However, council had re¬ 
quested during the Sept. 5 
meeting that Hendricks pro¬ 
duce documentation that Hab¬ 
itat for Humanity did, indeed, 
purchase properties from 
neighboring and area munici¬ 
palities at market value. 

At Wednesday’s council 
study session, Hendricks apol¬ 
ogized to mayor and council 
for not having the information 
available. 

Mayor Hilliard Hampton, 
who arrived late at the meet¬ 
ing because, he said, he took 
part in interviewing prospec¬ 


tive candidates for the execu¬ 
tive director’s position at 
Inkster Public Housing, asked 
Hendricks whether he had any 
documents to support his argu¬ 
ment that Habitat was paying 
market value for lands in other 
cities. 

Hendricks replied that he 
didn’t. 

“I didn’t get anything in 
writing,” said Hendricks, who 
contends that Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity paid Royal Oak Towns¬ 
hip, Ferndale and Southfield 
market value prices for lands 
they purchase in those cities. 

Council woman Naomi 
James said that she supports 
Habitat’s efforts in the city. 

“If we can help them (Habi¬ 
tat for Humanity), then I be¬ 
lieve we should. If they can get 
shop grants, they could use the 
grant money to build more 
homes here,” James said. 

Hendricks said he wanted 
to make it clear that he sup¬ 
ports Habitat, “but, what I am 
saying is, if they are paying 
market price in other commu¬ 
nities, they should pay it here, 
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too. I want them to treat us the 
same way they do others.” 

Habitat for Humanity plans 
to build a minimum of 10 
homes a year in the city of Ink¬ 
ster. The organization has al¬ 
ready constructed 10 homes in 
Inkster which are presently 
generating $13,000 in taxes an¬ 
nually, according to Mueller. 

“We are making a notice¬ 
able impact here,” Mueller ad¬ 
ded. “By the year 2005, we pro¬ 
ject that we will have an 
investment of $4.5 million in 
the city of Inkster. 

“But, believe me, we, too, 
have a level of frustration.

Wayne to receive funds 
to upgrade 2 major roads

Drivers may look forward in 
the near future to a smooth 
ride on Van Born Road. The 
potholes and the bumps will 
be eliminated, thanks to fund¬ 
ing provided by the city and 
the state. 

City Engineer Ramzi El- 
Gharib informed mayor and 
council recently that the city of 
Wayne was approved for two 
paving projects. One of the 
projects involves the coopera¬ 
tion and resources of the city 
of Romulus. 

In the 2001 season, Van Born 


Road, between Venoy and Mer- 
riman Roads will be upgraded. 

“This is a joint project with 
the city of Romulus,” El- 
Gharib noted. “This project is 
planned for the 2001 construc¬ 
tion season with an estimated 
total cost of $480,000.” 

Wayne’s share of the project 
is approximately $24,000. 

The city will also upgrade 
Merriman Road, between 
Michigan Avenue and Glen- 
wood, and this project involves 
the city of Westland and is 
planned for the 2002 year con¬ 
struction season. 

The cost of the Merriman 
Road Project is estimated at 


$825,000 of which Wayne’s 
share of the project will be 
about $28,000. 

Wayne Road, between west¬ 
bound Michigan Avenue and 
Glenwood Road, is not sched¬ 
uled to be addressed until the 
year 2002 construction season, 
according to the city engineer. 

El-Gharib pointed out that 
the city would have to enter 
into an interagency agreement 
with Wayne County before the 
projects got off the drawing 
board and work began. 

“I will keep you informed on 
how these projects are pro¬ 
gressing,” El- Gharib con¬ 
cluded.

A Westland soldier has put 
down his M-16 rifle and picked 
up a huge pole axe as he joins 
more than 560 other service¬ 
men in battling a 30,000 acre 
Fire in Idaho. 

Army Pfc. Alexander L. Mo¬ 
rales, son of Leonard E. and 
Maria E. Morales of Westland, 
was called from Fort Hood, 
Texas to battle Fires that have 
already consumed more than 
335,000 acres in Idaho. 

“Out in the forest we ba¬ 
sically cut Fire lines to stop the 
Fire from spreading,” Morales 
explained. 

Prior to his fireFighting role, 
Morales said he went through 
a chainsaw certification class 
program, “so that I can assist 
my team in removing trees out 
of the work area or to clear a 
safety path in case the fire 
flares up.” 

The Fire task forces are bro¬ 
ken down into 20-man fire 
teams, each with an experi¬ 
enced Firefighter advisor. 

They primarily mop up sec¬ 
tions that have possible hot 
spots that could ignite again or 
dig new Fire lines. 

These teams free up the 
Forest Service crews to take 
on other assignments. 

Totally 2,700 active duty, re¬ 


serve and National Guard ser¬ 
vice members are assisting in 
fighting more than 85 major 
wildFires throughout the west¬ 
ern states. 

They include not only peers 
from Morales’ Fort Hood army 
unit, but soldiers from Fort 
Campbell, Ky. and Marines 
from Camp Pendleton, Cal. 

When not fighting forest 
fires, Morales spends the ma¬ 
jority of his time as a cannon 
crewmember with the 3rd Bat¬ 
talion 16th Field Artillery Reg¬ 
iment. 

“I’m a Field artillery cannon 
crew member working on an 
M109A6 Paladin self-propelled 
Howitzer,” Morales said. “We 
spend a lot of time in the Field 
training, but in garrison it’s 
mostly maintenance on our ve¬ 
hicles.” 

While its not what he ex¬ 
pected when he signed on with 
the Army, Morales Finds work¬ 
ing at more than 7,500 feet in 
the rugged landscape of the 
Payette National Forest pro¬ 
vides plenty of challenges in¬ 
cluding efforts to not fall 
victim to altitude sickness or 
injury. 

The hectic travel plan to 
reach the Fire is almost as haz¬ 
ardous as Fighting the fire it¬ 
self. In Morales’ case, he took 
part in a two-hour truck ride

Romulus author 
wisits festival

Romulus author Joyce 
Miank Lierley - who offered a 
book signing event this week¬ 
end at the Romulus Pumpkin 
Festival -- found city struc¬ 
tures have changed in the half 
century since she left the area, 
but old friendships remain in¬ 
tact.

A Ford Agency building 
that her father was Instrumen¬ 
tal in building, was recently 
razed to make way for a new 
drug store facility also on God¬ 
dard Road. 

Lierley was born in 1925 in 
an Ypsilanti hospital - while 
her family resided in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

She later graduated from 
Romulus High School and for 
three years attended Henry 
Ford School of Nursing in De¬ 
troit, where she earned her 
Registered Nurse degree. 

At that time - during World 
War II - there also was a unit 
of the U.S. Cadet Nurse Corps 
there, Lierley said. 

She lived in Romulus until 
1948 - the year she was mar¬ 
ried. The wedding actually 
took place in the old Methodist 
Church (since destroyed by 
fire), she said, with the Rev. 
Robert Hudgens (who was the 
pastor there from 1942-62) ofFi- 
ciating. 

The biggest social change 
that has occurred since her 
childhood, Lierley said, is “it 


more mature then.” 

She has visited her old fam¬ 
ily home on Elmview (near 5 
Points) several times and it 
brings back memories from 
her childhood. 

“We used to love to visit our 
neighbors, climb trees, play 
cops and robbers and even 
pick strawberries,” Lierley re¬ 
membered. 

She later on Saturday had a 
chance to exchange some of 
those memories with various 
Romulus senior citizens, Ro¬ 
mulus Librarian Diane Hazen 
revealed Sunday.

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Inkster joins nationaO voices condemning racism 


Can racism in the United 
States be eliminated? 

It is a question which, unfor¬ 
tunately, does not appear to 
have an immediate answer. 

To expedite the eradication 
of racism in the United States, 
voices are being raised across 
the nation. 

And, Inkster’s elected offi¬ 
cials, led by Mayor Hilliard 
Hampton, Jr., members of city 
council, and decent, law - abid¬ 
ing citizens added their voices 
to those heard across the na¬ 
tion yesterday at a rally 
against racism being staged in 
Washington, D. C. 

The rally was co-sponsored 


by the National League of 
Cities (NLC). 

The League organized a 
“National Undoing of Racism 
Day’’ campaign to include lo¬ 
cal events in cities and towns 
throughout American, as well 
as the Washington rally. The 
rally brought a national focal 
point of community led efforts 
to eliminate racism and pro¬ 
mote racial justice. 

NLC President Bob Knight, 
mayor of Wichita, Kan., cham¬ 
pioned the call for the anti¬ 
racism day to highlight the 
concerns of Americans. 

Knight’s effort is aimed at 
raising awareness about the is¬ 


sues of racism and the prob¬ 
lems that many minorities still 
are subjected to in their daily 
lives, and at the same time 
draw attention to local efforts 
to do away with racism. 

“It is an issue that needs to 
be brought into the open and 
dealt with. Racism has pla¬ 
gued this nation since its in¬ 
ception. It’s time to deal with it 
openly and honestly so hope¬ 
fully we can put it to rest for¬ 
ever,” said Hampton. 

In a press release from the 
NLC, Knight stressed the im¬ 
portance for a united front in 
the battle against racism. 

“In our view, undoing rac¬ 


ism means moving from being 
a part of the problem to be¬ 
coming part of the solution,” 
said Mayor Knight in a letter 
urging city leaders to step for¬ 
ward and join the NLC cam¬ 
paign. “We simply cannot 
achieve our future potential 
until we overcome our endur¬ 
ing failure to deal effectively 
with issues of race. 

“And to succeed, I believe 
we must take on this task in 
our cities, towns and villages.” 

With a membership of more 
than 1,600 cities and towns, as 
well as 49 state associations of 
cities, NLC is the oldest na¬ 
tional organization represent¬ 


ing municipal governments 
throughout the United States. 

The “National Undoing 
Racism Day” was staged on 
Wednesday (Sept. 20) at Free¬ 
dom Plaza, outside the NLC’s 
headquarters at 1301 Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, just three 
blocks from the White House. 

Knight, city , officials and 
leaders of other organizations 
supporting NLC’s campaign 
were scheduled to speak out 
on the issue. 

Proclamations from cities 
supporting “National Undoing 
Racism Day” were compiled 
and circulated.

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Canton should declare 
King Day a holiday 


Canton is currently debating whether to 
make Martin Luther King’s birthday a township 
holiday. At first glance one might profess that 
the holiday already exists and most municipal 
and school employees have the day off. But that 
is not the case in Canton, and many other sub¬ 
urban and rural areas, that argue their employ¬ 
ees have enough days off and taxpayers would 
prefer that they celebrate King’s birthday by 
providing essential services. 

Bryan Smith, Pastor of Geneva Presbyterian 
Church eloquently responded to that argument 
in a letter to this newspaper last week. I’m of¬ 
fering the letter as a guest opinion - taking my 
spot - because I believe he is absolutely correct 
in what he writes. Here it is: 

Inez Fleming Giles is an African-American 
woman who has conducted anti-racism work¬ 
shops around the country for years. In a recent 
publication, Giles shared that she has become 
disappointed and frustrated with “all these dif¬ 
ferent little task forces and work groups orga¬ 
nized mostly because people need to feel that 
they’re trying to make the effort” exercises that 
Giles says are usually fruitless and produce ab¬ 
solutely nothing. 

Having listened to the Canton Board of 
Trustees discuss making Dr. Martin Luther 
King’s birthday a township holiday, I know 
something of this frustration and disappoint¬ 
ment that Giles speaks of. 

The board was asked by myself and several 
other members of the community to consider 
making Dr. King’s birthday a holiday. Attempts 
were made by many people to express how tak¬ 
ing this step would be a wonderful way for Can¬ 
ton to state that it is both sensitive and respon¬ 
sive to the concerns of people of color both in 
the township and in the larger metro communi¬ 
ty. 

An African-American clergyman shared an 
incident of being the recipient of racist behav¬ 
ior by a Canton police officer and eloquently 
spoke of how making Dr King’s birthday a holi¬ 
day would help heal the racial divisions in this 
area. A representative of the NAACP also spoke 
to the board about why this issue isn’t just 
about having another day off; it’s about commit¬ 
ting to Dr. King’s vision of having a society 
where people are not discriminated against be¬ 
cause of the color of their skin. 

After receiving this input, the proposal to 
make Dr. King’s birthday a holiday was not even 
brought up for a vote. Instead, the board decid¬ 
ed to create one of those work groups that Giles 
spoke about. 

By doing so, the board gave the appearance 
of being responsive to racial issues, while still 
saying “no” to the request that was presented. 
The board articulated that creating the “Human 
Relations Commission” was actually a matter of 
choosing substance over symbolism, that mak¬ 



ing Dr. King’s 
birthday a 
holiday would 
actually be an 
exclusive act, 
and that the 
last thing the 
world needs 
is another 
meaningless holiday. 

To hear an all-white board telling members 
of the African-American community that creat¬ 
ing this work group was actually a more sub¬ 
stantive act than the request to make Dr. King’s 
birthday a holiday left me absolutely flabber¬ 
gasted. 

I thought of what Dr. King himself experi¬ 
enced when he would articulate a request for 
some action by city governments that would 
help promote racial healing. Instead of granting 
the request, those in power would always sug¬ 
gest a more “enlightened” and “substantive” al¬ 
ternative. 

In making its recommendation, the township 
board noted that the recommendation to create 
the Human Relations Commission “is a recom¬ 
mendation that makes sense for our community, 
not what others would find appropriate for us.” 

Such a statement shows a complete lack of 
understanding of what Dr. King himself was all 
about. In his “Letter from Birmingham Jail,” Dr. 
King wrote, “I am cognizant of the inter-related- 
ness of all communities and states. Whatever af¬ 
fects one directly, affects all indirectly. Never 
again can we afford to live with the narrow, 
provincial ’outside agitator’ idea.” 

In speaking of “our” community and refer¬ 
ring to the input of others, the township board 
demonstrates this narrow, provincial view of 
community that Dr. King opposed. 

The request for the holiday was an attempt to 
help build bridges not just to people of color in 
Canton, but to people of all colors and creeds in 
the metro Detroit area. The request itself was 
based on the principle that Dr. King pointed 
out, that what Canton does directly affects oth¬ 
ers indirectly. And sadly, the affect offered by 
its choosing to deny making Dr. King’s birthday 
a holiday is to promote racial division and dis¬ 
trust in the larger community of which Canton 
is a part. 

I agree with Pastor Smith. Canton had a real 
opportunity to reach out to people of color. In¬ 
stead the Board passed the issue along to an¬ 
other do-nothing committee that will probably 
never meet on the issue. Like Smith and Inez 
Fleming Giles, I’ve seen it happen over and 
over. When it comes to race issues, most of us 
would rather toss the “hot potato” to a commit¬ 
tee, rather than stand up and make the tough 
choice. 


Mickey - where did you go? 


There were a lot of sweet things 
offered last weekend at the Romu¬ 
lus Pumpkin Festival - particular¬ 
ly if you liked pumpkin pie. 

On the other hand if you are a 
little on the diabetic side...there 
also was some spice (particularly 
in a sidedish called politics). 

The Parade of Lights went on 
schedule delighting many Friday 
night -- despite a few minor glitch¬ 
es...such as vehicle no-shows and 
dimmed Romulus sign lights on 
one parade entry. 

Mayor William Oakley - sighed 
in relief-- as the sun shone bright¬ 
ly both Saturday and Sunday...only 
days after Romulus streets were 
drowned during a four-inch rain¬ 
fall. 

Oakley and many festival visi¬ 
tors had only positive things to say 
about the Parade of Lights and fes¬ 
tival committees. 

Scores of kids, their parents 
and grandparents found plenty of 
fun activities and tasty treats 
available both days. 

Each year as the festival draws 
to its annual close...festival volun¬ 
teers and participants alike begin 
to prognosticate on how the event 
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should grow next year. 

Physically the festival has limit¬ 
ed growth if it remains at one to 
three sites as it is now. 

The so-called downtown area is 
pretty much maxed out... although 
some mergers of tent areas could 
probably be done to squeeze in 
one more major entertainment of¬ 
fering. 

The site located between Ro¬ 
mulus Wesleyan Church/Mary Ann 
Banks Memorial Park was almost 
filled to capacity also. 

The one remaining site that 
could be added to is in the area of 
the Recreation Center...particular¬ 
ly if the location known as the old 
junior high site becomes a major 
event area and parking is switched 
to a different location with visitors 
being transported to entertain¬ 
ment sites via vans; buses etc. 


But not too surprising last 
weekend - there were a number of 
circles where not the future of the 
festival...but the future of the city, 
churches and even the media were 
discussed. 

That is where the before men¬ 
tioned “spice” came in...as politi¬ 
cal wags and potential activists 
were predicting that the year 2001 
political season in Romulus could 
start shortly after Thanksgiving. 

If you are lucky you will get the 
larger piece of the wishbone and 
with it you may see the Lions win 
their annual Thanksgiving 
matchup and even some of your 
political dreams might come true. 

On the other hand, you may be 
still pouting over the Presidential 
and U S. Senate election results 
and get the smaller wishbone 
piece to boot. 

After the political listings are 
made for next year...I heard some 
residents say “I’m going to Disney 
World. 

Why? They then quip ’’because 
we know Mickey Mouse is respect¬ 
ed there and people still smile a 
lot.” 
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Canton supports police 


Turnaround is fair play. 

Since I reported that Canton’s 
serious crime rate increased 7 
percent during 1999 and speculat¬ 
ed on what went wrong, it’s only 
fair that I report that Canton’s se¬ 
rious crime rate dropped 27 per¬ 
cent during the flirt six months of 
this year and let Canton Public 
Safety Director John Santomauro 
explain what went right 

According to Canton police sta¬ 
tistics, there were 1,482 serious 
crimes during the first half of last 
year, and 1,070 serious crimes dur¬ 
ing the first half of this year 

The reduction in construction 
site larcenies illustrates the effec¬ 
tiveness of the township’s policing 
methods, Chief Santomauro ex¬ 
plained. 

“First, we analyzed what 
crimes were occurring and deter¬ 
mined that we had an abnormally 
high amount of larcenies from 
construction sites,” he said. “We 
got back with our community 
policing teams and developed a 
strategy ” 

I bring this up because there is 
a lot of confusion about what com- 
ruunity policing is. Santomauro 
said that community policing in 
Canton differs from community 
policing in Westland. I spread the 
confusion by writing about com¬ 
munity policing in Boston, New 
York and San Diego. To make 
sense of Canton’s version, I asked 
Santomauro to explain his vari¬ 
ant 

In Canton, he said, teams are 
responsible for reporting prob¬ 
lems and creating solutions, 
though this time the problem 
showed up in the crime statistics. 
Larcenies counted for 1,037 of se¬ 
rious crimes during the first half 
of 1999. 

One solution was to send uni¬ 
formed officers in unmarked cars 
to construction sites. 

“We utilized proactive pa¬ 



trolling,” he said. The actions re¬ 
sulted in 291 fewer larcenies dur¬ 
ing the first half of2000. 

Highly visible patrols are used 
where and when needed by all 
community policing teams, from 
high accident comers at bad dri¬ 
ving times to the high school cam¬ 
pus on certain celebration days. 

“We expect team leaders to 
know the crime issues in their 
area and to have an action plan to 
proactively respond to those is¬ 
sues,” Santomauro said. “We hon¬ 
estly believe logically that the 
evolved strategies, such as high 
visibility patrols, directing our 
force where problems are occur¬ 
ring, has an impact Fbr example, 
if we know we’re having a number 
of accidents at a location, the data 
tells us what hour and day the ac¬ 
cidents are occurring and what 
the •major cause of the accidents 
is. It make sense for us to send of¬ 
ficers there at the peak accident 
time looking for specific viola¬ 
tions. When we proactively do it it 
results in lowering traffic acci¬ 
dents and crime where they are 
predictable.” 

Santomauro also defended the 
township’s zero tolerance policies 
against criticism from national 
critics whom I quoted about the 
high price of zero tolerance: po¬ 
lice brutality lawsuits and loss of 
freedom. 

However, his policies need no 
defense. Canton citizens over¬ 
whelmingly believe in zero toler¬ 
ance policies. So Santomauro is 


doing what’s expected of him. 

“For example, our zero toler¬ 
ance deals only with juveniles and 
illegal substances - alcohol and 
drugs,” he said. “It’s based on the 
difference in the way juveniles 
and adults are treated in our sys¬ 
tem, where the juvenile system 
has a comprehensive rehabilita¬ 
tion program through counseling. 
It usually results in no incarcera¬ 
tion time, small fines, and coun¬ 
seling or referrals for counseling 
The experts we have talked to - in 
the justice system and in the so¬ 
cial services - talk about the im¬ 
portance of early detection and 
rehabilitation” 

The success of the method is 
obvious in the reduction of smok¬ 
ing at the Plymouth-Canton Edu¬ 
cational Park, where the student 
smoking areas have been cleaned 
out, he said. 

“Where there is a significant 
problem or concern, we do zero 
tolerance,” he said. “Where 
there’s a traffic problem, we go in 
with zero tolerance. The best ex¬ 
ample is cars speeding down a 
street The minute we put a police 
car there, we will get the traffic 
slowing down. In law enforce¬ 
ment, there is a correlation be¬ 
tween law enforcement and com¬ 
pliance. 

”We don’t view community 
policing as soft policing,” he said. 
“We still believe that we have to 
indulge in enforcement and incar¬ 
ceration.” 

Santomauro said the depart¬ 
ment has never had a complaint 
about zero tolerance for kids with 
drugs. 

“Where we have applied 
zero tolerance, we are not at 
odds with the community.” 


’Westland Survivor Show’ may be censored 


Bucking the trend in pop¬ 
ular television toward “real¬ 
ity” shows, Westland City 
Council President Trav Grif¬ 
fin has proposed censoring 
(blacking out) the citizen 
participation portion of tele¬ 
vised council meetings. 

In the recent past that 
portion of the meetings has 
been highly contentious with 
some council members tak¬ 
ing heat from residents who 
disapprove of their actions. 

Some wags have dubbed 
that portion of the meeting 
the “Westland Survivor Sow” 
after the highly successful 
network show of that name 
in the reality genre. 

Four council members 



had been targeted for recall 
by irate citizens. One has re¬ 
signed rather than fight 
leaving three survivors to 
date. 

Although it is not mea¬ 
sured, some suspect the 
council meetings may be 
beating network shows in 
the ratings. 

Under the state Open 


Meetings Act, public bodies 
must allow residents “rea¬ 
sonable” time to express 
their views. Under current 
law, public bodies are not re¬ 
quired to televise their pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Griffin evidently reasons 
that, since he can’t stop the 
public from speaking at the 
meetings, at least he could 
limit those hearing the com¬ 
plaints to residents attend¬ 
ing the meeting. This comes 
dangerously close to an ille¬ 
gal attempt to use city gov¬ 
ernmental powers to influ¬ 
ence the outcome of a recall 
election. 

Ironically, it is the fees 


paid by cable subscribers in 
the city that finances the 
televising of the meetings as 
well as other features on the 
cable government channel. 
Censoring a portion of the 
television coverage of the 
meeting would not affect 
those without cable who are 
not financing it in the first 
place. 

However, shouldn’t cable 
subscribers be able to get 
what they are paying for, 
complete coverage of the 
council in action? Griffin 
should stop acting like a tin- 
pot dictator and start work¬ 
ing with residents to resolve 
differences.

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Airport 
parking lot 
opened

Officials at Wayne County’s 
Detroit Metro Airport, at a rib¬ 
bon cutting ceremony, opened 
a new 1000-space, long term 
economy parking lot. The new 
lot is designated as Green Lot 
# 2 and is located on the air¬ 
port’s northeast side, adjacent 
to the Northwest Airlines 
freight building, with the large 
747 aircraft painted on the 
side. This new lot brings the 
total number of on-airport 
parking spaces to over 13,600. 

Wayne County’s Director of 
Airports, Lester Robinson, an¬ 
nounced plans for the con¬ 
struction of the new lot just 
three months ago, when park¬ 
ing at the airport was often at a 
premium, due to heavy travel 
during the midwinter and 
spring break time periods. At 
that time, Robinson pledged to 
have this new lot open by the 
Labor Day holiday, and he did 
it. 

“This project was com¬ 
pleted in record-time, and is 
the perfect example of what 
we can accomplish when 
Wayne County works together 
with the airlines to make 
travel easier for our cus¬ 
tomers,” said Robinson. “My 
hat goes off to everyone from 
the Wayne County team, as 
well as Northwest Airlines, for 
coming together to make this 
project happen. Metro airport 
now has a ‘whole lot’ of new 
parking spaces to accommo¬ 
date our travelers.” 

Green Lot # 2 was con¬ 
structed on 300,000 square feet 
of property that was partially 
leased by Northwest Airlines. 
Robinson approached North¬ 
west in May, and an agreement 
was reached to construct the 
lot almost immediately. Con¬ 
struction was managed jointly 
by both Northwest and Wayne 
County. Walbridge Aldinger, of 
Detroit, was the general con¬ 
tractor. 

“Lester Robinson is a cre¬ 
ative and experienced deci¬ 
sion maker,” said Wayne 
County Executive Edward H. 
McNamara. “This project was 
his idea. He saw a need; devel¬ 
oped an innovative plan of ac¬ 
tion; and now, in just three 
months, has produced 1000 
new parking spaces for Metro’s 
customers. It’s leadership like 
this that is helping to shape 
Metro Airport into the “world 
class” facility that our pas¬ 
sengers deserve 'u and the 
best is yet to come as we move 
towards the opening of the 
midfield terminal, just 16 
months from now with even 
greater parking improvements 
on the way.” 

The new 1,000-space park¬ 
ing lot, constructed at a cost of 
approximately $1.5 million, 
will serve as an interim park¬ 
ing improvement. Parking ca¬ 
pacity at Wayne County’s 
Detroit Metro Airport will be 
dramatically improved in De¬ 
cember of 2001, when the air¬ 
port’s Midfield Terminal, and a 
new adjacent 11,500-space 
parking deck is completed and 
opened for service. The new 
10-story deck is now under 
construction, and is the largest 
parking structure in the world, 
ever built at one time. 

Many parking and roadway 
improvements at Wayne 
County’s Detroit Metro Airport 
have been made in just the 
past several years: 

Expansion & reconfigura¬ 
tion of Green, Yellow & Red 
Lots adding approximately 400 
spaces.

Posting of parking hotline 
on MDOT’s freeway message 
boards.

Express credit card exit 
lanes at the parking deck. 

Curb front for arriving 
Northwest passengers was tri¬ 
pled for private vehicles. 

New overhead roadway 
signs. 

Wayne County’s Detroit

can only imagine what he was 
laughing about.
